BUSINESS leaders behind the 
Black Country’s plan to create a 
Local Enterprise Partnership 
(LEP) have met key Govern¬ 
ment officials. 

While the Black Country’s bid 
was not initially approved, work 
is continuing on refining the 
proposal, which would see coun¬ 
cils and businesses work 
together to share ideas. 

The creation of the business- 
led Black Country LEP is sup¬ 
ported by Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and Wolverhampton 
Councils, more than 11 strategic 
businesses and the skills, edu¬ 
cation and transport sectors. 

Stewart Towe, from Hadley 
Industries PLC, who will chair 
the shadow Black Country LEP, 
said: “Last week’s announce¬ 
ment may not have included 
approval for the Black Country 
LEP but we are all confident 
that this is just around the 
corner.”

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Break-ins 
targeting 
boilers 
in homes 


AT LEAST 10 copper 
boilers have been stolen 
from homes, say Dudley 
police, with properties 
under renovation being 
targeted. 

Houses are being left to 
flood after pipes are ripped 
out, said Det Sgt Mark 
Rushton, of the burglary 
team. 

“It’s still a huge problem, 
both locally and nationally, 
but we are doing a lot to 
target it. 

“People are breaking into 
properties that are being 
renovated, stealing the 
copper boilers and piping, 
and leaving the places 
flooded.” 

He said there had been 10 
such cases in the last two 
months in Dudleye, with 
thieves able to make up to 
£60 from scrap dealers. 

Industrial 

Det Sgt Rushton urged 
householders who may think 
empty homes are safe from 
burglars to ensure lights are 
left on and curtains put up. 

“We’re really hammering 
the scrap yards who are 
taking stolen property,” he 
added. 

Earlier this month, 
£20,000-worth of aluminium 
castings and £10,000 worth 
of stolen beer kegs were 
recovered from an industrial 
unit in Gornal. 

And last week hundreds of 
vans and trucks carrying 
metal were pulled over in the 
hunt for stolen scrap. The 
crimewave has been fuelled 
by soaring metal prices, 
which have been triggered 
by construction booms in the 
Middle East. 

Thefts have also caused 
chaos on the railways. 


Officers given powers 
to move on lout gangs 


COMPLAINTS about yobs hanging 
around shops and alleyways in Hale¬ 
sowen have led to police seeking and 
obtaining powers to move them on. 

Residents of Shenstone Avenue, Manor 
Lane, Kent Road, Leasowes Lane and 
Western Avenue had protested to police. 

The streets are near shops and alley- 
ways which officers say are haunts for 
gangs of youths who loiter and cause a nui¬ 
sance. Concerns were raised by residents 
at police meetings and as a result, officers 
have applied for a dispersal order giving 
them the power to break up unruly gangs. 

Crime worries on mentally ill 

THOUSANDS of criminals with mental health problems 
in Dudley and Walsall are not getting the help they need, 
a Black Country MP has warned ministers. 

Stourbridge Tory Margot James said that almost 2,000 
people with severe mental health problems in the areas 
are on probation or in jail, but only 40 are in contact with 
mental health services. 


Police set up 
market chats 


The order, which will be in force for six 
months, comes just days after an extension 
of a booze ban in public parks and streets 
in Stourbridge was given the go-ahead by 
Dudley licensing chiefs. 

The scheme will extend an existing 
order, if confirmed by the full council, and 
means parts of Wollaston, the South Road 
playing fields, and the Old Quarter includ¬ 
ing Greenfields Park, will be included. 

Streets and public areas around Mary 
Stevens Park, Stourbridge town centre 
ring road and Hagley Road to Oldswinford 
Cross have already been designated . 

Pc Matt Barnsley who applied to Dudley 
-Council to secure the new 
dispersal order for Hale¬ 
sowen, said officers wanted 
to take positive action to 
help improve the quality of 
life for people living in the 
streets affected. 

“The order will help us 
tackle anti-social behaviour 
problems head-on. 

“Contrary to public per¬ 
ception, reports of anti¬ 
social behaviour actually 
decrease at this time of year. 

“We know residents in 
this affected area will be 
delighted to hear something 
is being done.” 

Returning 


A MARKET stall for police 
officers to chat to people 
about issues affecting 
them has been launched in 
Sedgley. 

The Police Stall has been 
set up at the Concorde 
Market, Dudley Street, to 
encourage the public to 
chat to officers. 

Sgt Tony Osbourne, of 
Sedgley neighbourhood 
policing team, said the 
stall was one of several 
tactics being used to get in 
touch with people, along¬ 
side Twitter and the 


Sedgley Beat blog. “When 
we started the blog I said 
that it was just another 
means of us speaking with, 
and listening to, our com¬ 
munity here in Sedgley - 
but we recognise that not 
everyone wants to access 
that sort of thing online,” 
he said. 

“The market stall is 
another means for commu¬ 
nity members to get infor¬ 
mation on local policing 
and safety.” 

The stall will not be 
staffed all the time. 


Pc Barnsley said Shen¬ 
stone Avenue was situated 
between a row of shops and 
a park and golf course, 
which appealed to young 
people wanting to “hang 
out”, but this often led to 
them behaving anti-socially. 

“Shenstone Avenue and 
Western Avenue are sepa¬ 
rated by an alleyway that 
also leads to the park. This 
is a constant anti-social 
behaviour hotspot,” he said. 

The order will allow police 
to break up groups of youths 
and prevent them from 
returning within 24 hours.

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Future shape of 
care for elderly 



THESE new images show 
multi-million pound retire¬ 
ment villages which herald 
the future of care for older 
people in the borough. 

The development in Coseley 
will have facilities such as hair 
and beauty salon, gyms and a 
library. 

Work is also under way on a 
Russells Hall complex and both 
are due to be finished by summer 
next year. 

The Coseley scheme, in White- 
house Street, is a £8 million 
project and will be made up of 72 


apartments while a £16million 
scheme in Middlepark Road, Rus¬ 
sells Hall, will boast 132 apart¬ 
ments and will provide a range of 
care for the over 55s. 

Both will be run by registered 
social landlord Midland Heart 
and are the first of five similar 
schemes planned for Dudley.Resi- 
dents will be able to choose 
whether to rent, buy or part-buy 
their new property. 

Security 

Dudley Council housing chief 
Councillor David Simms said: 
“They are basically like a mini 


community. It is independent 
living but with the security that 
there is help on hand.” 

He said that he knew “a lot” of 
people have already signed up to 
be kept informed about the devel¬ 
opments as they progress which 
may bode well for the numbers 
interested in moving in. 

Among those with the opportu¬ 
nity to move in are the 29 resi¬ 
dents at Amblecote House, King 
William Street, near Stourbridge, 
which is earmarked for closure. It 
is said that the care home will 
need£lmillion spent on it to bring 
it up to scratch. 


Crossing 
campaign 
on ‘death 
trap’ road 

CAMPAIGNERS are 
calling for a pelican 
crossing on a “death 
trap” dual carriageway 
at Halesowen. 

The A456 Kiddermin¬ 
ster to Birmingham road 
at Hayley Green was 
dubbed the second most 
dangerous road in 
Britain in a TV documen¬ 
tary. 

Pedestrians are often 
forced to “take their lives 
in their hands”, says 
Councillor Ken Turner, 
who iiming to collect 
3,000 signatures on a 
petition. 

Councillor Turner said 
parents and children 
struggle to cross the road 
to reach Lutley Primary 
School, and there have 
been a number of near 
misses. 

A 91-year-old man was 
hit by a car and suffered 
a broken arm, he added. 

Councillor Turner said: 
“If we don’t do something 
about this road then lives 
will be at risk.” 

At least 3,000 names 
are needed for a debate at 
a full Dudley Council 
meeting.

on February 5. He was suffering from blackouts 
and breathlessness, said his wife, Eira-Lynn. 

He stayed in hospital for 10 days and was dis¬ 
charged. 

The appointment with senior cardiac physiol¬ 
ogist Stephanie Tether on March 2 revealed “no 
deterioration” in his condition, Mrs Worton said. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain re¬ 
corded a verdict of natural causes.

High Park Crescent, 
said one message she 
wants to get across is 
that a healthy diet and 
exercise can help 
prevent some cancers. 

“I’m delighted to be 
promoting their message 
to other people so they 
can help prevent cancer 
and avoid going through 
misery. 

Maureen Sommerville is the new face of the World Cancer Research Fund “I’ve got children and 



grandchildren. I want 
them to live a healthy life 
and so I believe it’s 
important to help the 
fund so they can get the 
message of healthy 
eating and healthy living 
out to the public.” 

Since defeating 

cancer, the former 
primary school teacher 
has become a regular vol¬ 
unteer for Cancer 
Support Dudley, eventu¬ 
ally becoming a trustee, 
and now writes monthly 
articles on nutrition for 
their magazine. 

She has also taken up 
a number of sports such 
as gliding, climbing, 
yoga and working out at 
the gym - as well as 
learning to play the 
piano and how to prac¬ 
tise reiki healing. 

World Cancer Res¬ 
earch Fund’s Natalie 
Tarrant said: “Maureen 
epitomises our outlook 
and philosophy, and we 
are delighted that she’s 
helping us spread the 
message. 

“As a cancer survivor 
herself and a volunteer 
at her local support 
group, she is all too well 
aware of the devastation 
cancer causes to lives 
and families. 

“It is people like her 
who really make a differ¬ 
ence.”

THREE one-stop shops for 
people with dementia in 
Dudley borough have moved a 
step closer. 

Dudley Council has approved a 
report to develop the Dudley 
dementia strategy. 

The one stop shops will be in the 
north, south and central parts of 
the borough and will be for people 
with dementia and their carers. 

They will provide support from 
a range of professionals recruited 
from the health, social care and 
voluntary sector. 

The strategy, which is being 
written jointly by the council, 
NHS Dudley, and the Dudley and 
Walsall Mental Health Trusts, 
will complement the national 
strategy published in February 
2009. 

It is estimated that there are 
more than 3,800 people in Dudley 
who have dementia, and the 
figure is set to rise. 

Councillor Lesley Faulkner, 
cabinet member for adult and 
community services, said: “This is 
no doubt a debilitating condition 
and we need to work together 
with our partners in health and 
with voluntary groups to ensure 
we provide the support that is 
needed.” 

The centres will include carer 
support services, specialist 
dementia care staff and day 
respite for carers, as well as day 
opportunities for people with 
dementia. It is planned that the 
dementia gateways will be fully 
operational by spring.

POLICE patrols have been stepped up 
around a Dudley school following an 
arson attack which caused damage 
amounting to £7,000, it has emerged. 

The attack at Amblecote Primary School, 
Stourbridge, has been condemned as 
“dreadful” by headteacher Ann Mason. 

The blaze destroyed playground equip¬ 
ment and tore through storage sheds at 
neighbouring allotments. 

Flames damaged a canopy over a play¬ 
ground, burnt through drainpipes leading 


off the school building and wrecked a play 
shed in the school’s grounds, in School 
Drive. 

A blaze was also started at nearby 
Amblecote Allotment Gardens where two 
sheds were gutted by the fire on the same 
night late on October 25. 

Visibility 

Police say they are investigating the two 
attacks and Dudley Council says it is 
making repairs to fencing around the allot¬ 


ments to stop youths gaining access again. 

Sgt Steve Gordon, of Stourbridge police 
station, said high-visibility patrols had 
been increased around the school in the 
evenings. 

Mrs Mason said: “In some ways we were 
lucky that the fire crews had been at the 
allotments and seen the fire over at the 
school at the same time otherwise it could 
have got inside the school itself.” 

Two computer hard drives were stolen by 
thieves in a separate raid on Sunday.

Lottery boost for women’s group 


PROJECTS in the 
Dudley area will 
be given a 
welcome boost, as 
the Big Lottery 
Fund announced 
more than 
£500,000 of cash 
injections in the 
region. 

They are among 
68 projects across 
the region provid¬ 
ing services - 
from helping chil¬ 
dren who are 
about to undergo 
surgery to organ¬ 
ising activities 
and recreation for 
disabled people. 

The Humaara 
Project, based at

DEATH RATES from smoking are 
lower in Dudley than in other 
Black Country boroughs and in 
England as a whole. 

A study by the Association of Public 
Health Observatories found that Dudley’s 
rate was 203 deaths per 100,000 people, 
compared with neighbouring Sandwell’s 
280. 

Across the West Midlands as a whole, 
there was a greater proportion of smoking- 
related deaths between 2006 and 2008 
compared to the average rate of 206 for the 
whole of England. 

The West Midlands also had a higher 
rate of smoking-related deaths from heart 
disease, stroke and chronic lung disease 
than the rest of the country. Only deaths 
from lung cancer remained similar to the 
average. 

Admissions 

Wolverhampton had an average of 239 
smoking-related deaths per 100,000 of 
population and Walsall’s figure was 248. 

South Staffordshire fared better with 
189. Shropshire Worcestershire and Soli¬ 
hull were also below the England average, 
but Birmingham and Coventry fared 
badly 

A spokesman for the West Midlands 
Public Health Observatory said: “The 
number of deaths attributable to smoking 
within the West Midlands does not come as 
too much of a surprise.” 

The study also revealed the proportion of 
hospital admissions due to smoking was 
significantly worse than avergage in the 
West Midlands.

A SAFETY event aimed at older people in 
Dudley attracted more than 100 people. 

The free Keep Well, Keep Safe event is 
held three times a year.lt aims to educate 
and raise older people’s awareness about 
safe and healthy lifestyles. 

The recent event held at Redhill School, 
Stourbridge, consisted of workshops, dis¬ 
cussions and presentations, as well as a 
comedy show performed by the Fizzog 
Theatre group. 


Try honour for rugby 
legend Cliff says fan 


A CAMPAIGN has been 
launched to honour a Black 
Country rugby legend after he 
visited his home town. 

Cliff Watson, aged 80, of 
Dudley, who played for rugby 
league side St Helens, captained 
Great Britain and moved to Aus¬ 
tralia. He was voted one of his 
club’s top 17 players in its 120- 
year history, but fans say he has 
been “forgotten” in Dudley. 

They think that his achieve¬ 
ments should be recognised. A 
Facebook group is being set up 
and it is hoped hundreds will join. 

It has been launched by Deb 
Brownlee, chairman of the group 


raising cash for the regeneration 
of St John’s Church, Kates Hill, 
where Mr Watson married in 
1960. 

Mr Watson, who now lives near 
Sydney, visited the church last 
month. 

Bombed 

Now Mrs Brownlee is calling for 
him to “get the recognition he 
deserves”. 

She feels there should be a 
plaque or display in Dudley 
Museum & Art Gallery— or even a 
statue similar to that of Manches¬ 
ter United and England football 
legend Duncan Edwards right in 
the town centre. 


She said: “Cliff has achieved so 
much that people aren’t even 
aware of. Dudley has got a lot to 
be proud of but sometime we don’t 
make the most of it.” 

Mr Watson grew up in a ter¬ 
raced house in Fisher Street, 
Dudley, after the family’s house in 
London was bombed in the 
Second World War. 

He became the youngest ever 
player at Dudley Kingswinford 
rugby union team at the age of 15, 
before moving to St Helens two 
years later, where he was a prop 
forward and was made captain. In 
1970, his side won the Champi¬ 
onship Trophy.

Seasons Of My Soul: Rumer 

What a very special voice. Rumer (seen right) has 
been compared to Karen Carpenter and Laura Nyro and 
her soft, yet sturdy, tones deserve to be mentioned in 
such legendary company.
